HOMMTKAO, Pa., J-uly 18.— There 
were few people at the station when the 
train bearing the troops arrived Tues- 
day morning.

The shock 
was distinctly beard here by a number 
of people. 

It is impossible to verify the report 
by telephone or by telegram. Some 
people labor under the impression that 
it was an earthquake instead of a pow- 
der-mill explosion. The Brut shock was 
felt about 8 o'clock. The glass in the 
windows of many residences rattled 
violently for at least five minutes. 

A second shock occurred alxnit n hulf 
hour later. It was not so distinct. At 
11 o'clock a third shock was felt and 
about twenty minutes later it was fol- 
lowed by a mumbling noise which last- 
ed at least ten minutes.
